Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: A) Embedding and detecting a watermark pattern in an image (i.e., 
5 claims 1-42, 59-98, 1 14-129 and 133-136); and B) Embedding and detecting a watermark pattern 

in an audio stream (i.e., claims 43-58, 99-113, 130-132 and 137-140). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are considered to be generic.
